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The  recommendation  I  made  in  my  last  biennial  report  with 
respect  to  the  condition  of  the  State's  warehouse  on  West  Lane 
Street  has  been  carried  out,  and  we  now  have  a  modern  fireproof 
building  in  which  to  store  the  State's  laws,  codes,  journals  and 
Supreme  Court  Reports. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  situation  which  has  existed 
since  the  enactment  of  Chapter  483,  Public  Laws  of  1933,  re- 
quiring the  Secretary  of  State  to  publish  the  reports  prepared  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Banks  of  all  State  banks  in  process  of  liqui- 
dation. These  reports  are  prepared  and  delivered  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  on  January  first  and  July  first  of  each  year.  The 
first  reports  were  published  in  1933  by  funds  authorized  by  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  State  from  the  Contingency  and  Emer- 
gency Fund.  Subsequent  reports  have  not  been  published  since 
no  funds  for  this  purpose  have  been  made  available.  I  recom- 
mended in  1934  that  the  General  Assembly  provide  the  funds  to 
publish  these  reports  or  repeal  the  act  authorizing  their  publi- 
cation.   This  recommendation  is  repeated. 

I  strongly  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly  that  pro- 
visions be  made  for  a  revision  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes.  The 
necessity  for  this  revision  is  recognized  by  the  attorneys  of  the 
State  and  I  hope  they  will  take  the  lead  in  urging  the  1937  General 
Assembly  to  pass  the  proper  legislation.  The  last  codification, 
published  in  1919  with  a  supplement  in  1924,  is  out  of  date  and 
due  to  the  publication  of  a  Revised  Code  by  a  private  concern 
there  is  now  no  sale  for  the  State's  Consolidated  Statutes. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  of  the  valuable  support 
and  assistance  given  me  by  the  press  and  the  attorneys  of  this 
State  all  of  which  have  aided  in  the  efficiency  of  this  office.  I  de- 
sire also  to  make  due  acknowledgment  and  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  and  gratitude  to  my  own  loyal  and  efficient  ofiice 
force  in  making  possible  the  efficient  administration  of  the  duties 
of  this  office.
